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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -6 and 8- 1 0 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-6 and 8-10 
are allowable, as amended by applicant, in amendment filed 3-2-2005, since certain key features 
of the claimed invention are not taught or fairly suggested by the prior art. In claims 1 and 10, 
" so that a voltage already present in at least one of the M leads is no longer driven and is held 
until any leakage currents or parasitic capacitances give rise to a discharge ". The closest prior 
art, Hayashi (5,994,916) teaches of device for testing a display device driver circuit, however, 
singularly or in combination with other prior art, fails to anticipate or render the above 
underlined limitations obvious.
